I, Toby L. Plevin, declare as followsi 

1. I am attorney of record for plaintiff in the case 
captioned Bent Corydon vs Church of Scientology International et. 

2. As noted by the moving papers, the document which the 
defendants herein seek to seal herein was filed in this action as 
an Exhibit to Plaintiff Bent Corydon's Motion for an Order 
Directing Non-Interference with Witness. That motion was filed 
on March 19, 1990. 

3. Defendants make an attempt to justify their position by 
stating that the court file in an their lawsuit involving Gerald 
Armstrong, the signatory to the settlement agreement, was ordered 
sealed in 1986. However, that decision has no bearing on the 
present issue particularly since the document in question was 
never filed in that court file. I state this on personal 
knowledge since I reviewed that file during the period it was 
unsealed. Furthermore, counsel for the moving parties admitted 
that it was never filed in that action during proceedings 
regarding the unsealing. 

4. The moving parties intimate that I and my client were 
involved in some wrongdoing in obtaining a copy of the document. 
However, we obtained that agreement because Armstrong filed it, 
unsealed , on February 20, 1990 in the Court of Appeal in an 
appeal in which Corydon was a party. A true copy of the Petition 
to which it was attached and the agreement itself are attached 
hereto as Exhibit B.
